Among the warlike decorations of the 
park ate several huge cannon weighing 
over two tons each,

suicide. Thin is a conservative estimate, 
t.s many instances of death are attribut­ 
ed to accidental overdosing, as the tend­ 
ency is always to hush up a suicide 
whenever possible. But without includ 
ing such cases, the fact remains that 
the medical profession is more prone to 
suicide than any other. These statistics 
may he explained by the development 
of morbid fancies in the mind of a doc­ 
tor on account of his constant associa­ 
tion with the sick and dying, or of an 
actual indifference to death, or because 
he has the requisite knowledge of how 
to die conveniently and painlessly. 
Poisoning is a favorite method, but 
it does not appear from statistics that 
the cyanides or morphine havo the pref­ 
erence which would exist if epicurean 
philosophy were carried into the choice 
of drugs. At the same time, physicians 
usually put their knowledge of drugs to 
a practical execution in selecting a poi 
son for suicide. But if the mere knowl­ 
edge of the painlessness of death by cer­ 
tain means is not a dett rmimiig factor 
in leading so many physicians to sui­ 
cide, probably the accessibility of poi­ 
sons is. 
Suicide is largely a matter of insane 
impulse, and such an impulse can of ten 
he ascertained evon in the ease of tho« .* 
who havo long been indifferent to life 
and have contemplated suicide, 
if a 
man must put on his hat and overcoat, 
walk to a drug store and tax his inge­ 
nuity for a lie w ith which to explain his 
desire for poison, he may post pom* t ho 
fatal act from mere inertia, or lie may 
meet a friend or have his interest in life 
aroused by one of a multitude of every­ 
day occurrences or physical exercise may 
bring him to his senses. 
If, as is the

sim ply to feel in his pocket, or walk 
across his office to get a deadly poison, 
the impulse may be curried into execu­ 
tion before anything can happen to sup- 
plant it iu the brain.

W ithin fou r m ou ths the vision was v eri­ 
fied , an d my con stan t com pan ion for 
seven m on ths, who had been u n able to 
con tin u e his d aily labor for seven years, 
w as taken aw ay an d laid besid e his be­ 
loved p artn er in peace. ” 
Mr. B arn et is an old tim e p rin te r an d 
pu blisher of Chicago. He came west in 
1851, an d u n til the big fire had a p u b ­ 
lishin g hou se at Lake street an d F ifth 
aven u e. 
lie prin ted The Coast Pilot, 
w hich w as a gu id e for tho n avigation 
of the lakes, an d a n u m ber of other 
n eed fu l volu m es of tho early d ays. The 
fire swept aw ay everythin g he had . He 
has thou ght m u ch on spiritu al thin gs 
an d is a great believer in the m ira c u ­ 
lou s. He retu rn ed recen tly from a visit 
to Scotlan d , w here he had his last vis­ 
ion .— Chicago Tim es-H erald .
